Our 

Author makes an Apology for the Poets 

and Poetry. 2. He fhews that the Ancients 

are above the Moderns. 3. He undertakes 

to prove that the Works of the Ancient Po- 

ets may be better tranflated into Verte than 
into Profe.

The Author having defined Poetry, 
an Art of exprefing omes Thoughts inthe moff 


perfec® Manner, and of pleafing and perfuading 


with the Beauty of Images , and the Harmon ) 
Words, does not {cruple to affirm that of a t 
Men a Poet Reafons with the greateft Soli. . 
dity. It is objetted by a ah ay Writer, 
(fays the Author,) that Poetry is contrary ta 
Morals; and that Poets are ignorant, athe- 
iftical, impious, and wicked Men. If fuch 
att Argument ean be admitred, (fays our 
Author, ) it will be no difficule thing to 
prove that Profe is worfe ftill chan Poetry ; 
for there are more wicked Men among the 
Writers in Profe than among Poets. Some 
look upon a Poet as a mere Liar, who takes 
upon himfelf to fillthe Reader's Mind with 
chimerical Notions, or at leaft with Traths 
fo ftrangely difguifed , that ‘tis a hard Mat- 
rer t0 diftinguifh what is true from what is 
falfe. His Expreffions (fay they) are gene- 
rally defigned to impofe upon our Realon, 
and the Cadence and Harmony of his Ex- 
preffions, to flatter our Fars, and raife in us 
a great Admiration of his Performance. In 
anfwer to this Objeétion , we are told that. 
if {uch an Argument be good, it may be al- 
ledged with greater Force againft our com- 
mon Theology. The Parallel being fome- 
what odious, [ fhall not dwell upon i. 
Our Auther, in order to fet off che Ex- 
cellency of Poetry , obferves that the Holy 
Scripture reprefents to us the Attributes of 
God with Images that are wholly Poetical, 
atid that the Pfalms ” full of fuch mei 2

In the next Place, he mentions the Sublimi- 
ty of feveral Chriftian Poets ; and looks up- 
on the Heathen Poets, as fo many perfect 
Theologers in that Refpc&. Their Jupiter, 
fays he , fhakes the whole Univerfe with a 
Nod, deftroys the Giants with his Thunder- 
bole , and is defcribed as the Supreme Ma- 
fter of all the Kings of the Earth. If it be 
obje&ted that the Poetical Images of the 
Heathen Poets have occafioned Idolatry ; 
the Author anfwers, that one may make an 
il] Ufe of the beft Things, and that feveral 
Chriftians have entertained the moft extra- 
vagant Notions, by putting a wrong Senfe 
upon the facred Writings , as the Anthropo- 
morphites and others: 

St. Paul, continues our Author, does fre- 
quently exclaim againft the Errors and Im- 
poftures of the Philofophers ; but it appeins 
from fome Paflages of the ancient Poets 

voted by chat holy Apoftle, that he had an 
Efteem for them. Grotius writ his Treatife 
concerning the Truth of the Chriftian Re- 
ligion in Dutch Verfe , and alledges a vaft 
Number of Poets to prove the Exiftence of 
God, and his Providence, and that he be- 
van Rewards and Punifhments after this 
Life. 

“ From all thefe Confiderations ( fays the 
** Auibor ) 1 infer that the Theology of the 
** Poets is more agreeable to the Scripture 
“ than that of fyftematick Divines , com- 

** monly call’d School-Divinity. Nay , I 
dare affirm that for the fame Reafon one 
Pfalm of David, tho never fo Poetical, 
ought to be more efteem’d , than all the 
large Volumes of the moft fubtil and 
** profound Theologers. What Benefit has 
* the World reaped from thofe Volumi- 
nous Tratts de Atirilutis ; de Exiftentia; 
de Pradcterminatione ; Of the DiftinGion of 
“ Perfons ; SE alge or [ufficient Grace,&e ? 
* Are thofe Men the beft Chriftians , who 
read fuch Books? Have not thofe frivo- 
lous Difputes occafioned the {preading of 
Atheifm by Vaninus, Pomponatius, and Spi- 
noza ? 

Ig the next Place, our Author undertakes 
to joftify an Hymn of Horace, and to anfwer 
Mr. /e Clere’s Reflexions upon. it in his Par- 
rhafiana. He obferves that fuppofing Horace 
was an Spicurcen, it can be no Objeftion 


againft his Poetry. “ Tho Marot was a Li- 
* bertio, ( fays be), is Mr. le Clere difpleafed 
” thar his Verfes fhould be fung in the Pro. 
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‘¢ eeftant Churches? Tho Mr. de Santenil 
“ wasnot fo holy a Man as Father Gourdan, 
‘* one of his Brethren, will any Body fay 
that his Hymns are not Sublime? Tho 
“Mr.R calls the Bible a Romance, 
“ is the Tranflation of fome Pfalms, made 
“ by that Author , lefs Poetical and Mo. 
“ ving ? 

The Readers will find here a Prayer of 
Horace. The Author maintains that there is 
nothing in it but what perfe&ly agrees with 
the Holy Scripture ; and then breaks out 
into thefe Words, ‘“ Dites nous , Mini- 
“ ftres & Chretiens Reformez , fi une pa 
“ reille priere eft un tiflu de fadaifes & 
“ d abfurditez ? Croiez-vous que vosAudi- 
‘* teurs vous traiteroient d’ impies ou d’ ex- 
“ travagans , fi vous la prononciez dans les 
“ Chaires de vos Temples ? Elle eft pour. 
“ tant toute entiere d Horace, & telle que 
‘* le Pere Tarteron I’ a traduit. I’ en fais 
“ juges tous vos habiles predicateurs , dont 
“ Y eloquence Chretienne n’eft point diffe. 
‘* vente de celle de notre Poete”’. Gc. That 
is, “‘ Minifters and reformed Chriftians, re}f 
** me whether fuch a Prayer is only made 
“ up of Fooleries and Abfurdities ? Do you 
‘* believe chat your Congregations would 
* call you impious and extravagant Men, if 
‘* you fhould pronouce it in your Churches ? 
“ And yet it isentirely a Prayer % of Ho 
** vace, fuch as it has been tranflated by Fa- 
“ ther Zartcron. I appeal to your eminent 
* Preachers , whofe Chriftian Eloquence 
a not differ from that of our Poet”.

Our Author having endeavoured to fhew 
the Excellency of Poetry with refpe& to 
Religion, proceeds to Philofophy, and un- 
dertakes to vindicate the Poets upon this {e- 
cond Head, There are (fays he} two forts 
of Philofophy. The one is fublime and 
abftrufe, and properly cultivated by thofe 
that are call'd Philofophers : The other is fen- 
fible and natural ; ic is the Philofophy of 
ingenious Men of all Conditions. ‘The 
Poets apply themfelves to this fecond fore 
of Philofophy, as being the moft ufeful. 
The Plurality of the Worlds , written by Mr, 
de Fontenelle, which is a poetical Work , is 








% The Names of the falfe Deities have 
been left out, 
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more glorious to that Author, than the moft 
folid Pieces relating to Philofophy that have 
been publifh’d by him. Our Author adds 
that one might compare the Philofophy of 
the Philofopbers to a regular , but grave and 
auftere Beauty , and that of the Poets to a 
Beauty not fo perfe&, but pleafant and 
{miling. He tells us that he might eafily 
name a great many Philofophers of this fe- 
cond Sort ; but he refers the curious Reader 
to the Books of Aldrovandus, that Great Na- 
turalif?, who confirms what he fays upon all 
Sorts of Animals by a thoufand Paffages in the 

Poets. Our Author mentions fome of thofe 

Paffages ; and then obferves that Cicero, Se- 

neca, Plutarch, and other Philofophical Wri- 
ters have quoted many Verfes. He makes 
feveral other Obfe: vations in Favour of Po. 
etry, on which I cannot enlarge. The Be- 
neil arifing from Comedies appears to him 
very confiderable : He is pene ” That 
“‘ the French Plays call’d I’ Avare, le Gron 

“ deur, le Joueur, le Mifanthrope , le Tartufe, 
* and other Pieces of that Nature , are not 
only very proper to make a Man wife and 
virtuous , but alfo to qualify him for a 
“* Chriftian ”. 

Our Author obferves that the Defign of 
the Poets is to deftroy Vice. When they 
perceived that Tragedies and Comedies requi- 
red too much Labour, and were not fuffici- 
ent to put a ftop to the growing Evil, they 
had recourfe to Satyr. Thit Poem is a 
Kind of a Remedy always ready at Hand 
to prevent the Progrefs of Vice, The Sa- 
tyrs Of Lucilius , Horace, Perfius, and Fuve- 
nal fhew how great is the Zeal of the Poets 
for the Reformation of Manners. Thofe 
Satyrical Authors did not fpare Crowned 
Heads. They cenfured Pride, Envy, Ava- 
rice, Ambition, Lewdnefs, Calumny , and 
Superftition with a wonderful Courage, and 
an admirable Eloquence. The Author takes 
occafion from thence to exprefs his Efteem 
for the late Mr. Boileau, and admires him 
for his Boldnefs in attacking the Idlenefs of 
the Monks, the Softnefs of the Canons, the 
Oftentation of Bifhops , and the Ambition 
of Clergymen.

Poets are gencrally accounted great Flat- 
terers: Our Author quotes feveral Paflages 
out of Latin and French Po:ts to clear them 
from that Aecufation. ‘ But (continues he) 
** how can any one excule thofe Prologues 
“ of Opera's, thofe Odes approved by the 
“Academy , in Which Alexander and Cefar 
“ are reprefented ating like Machines, 
“ according co the blind impreffion of a 
“ hot Blood; and the moft eminent Virtues 
of the Ancients afcribed to their Paflions, 
‘* to give a greater Luitre to the King’s 
“ A&tions ? 

* I anfwer, that neither the King, nor 
“ Poetry, can be anfwerable for the Extra. 
“ vagance of fome Poets, whofe Praifes are 
“ neither nice nor jult. Befides, Profe is 
“ ftill more guilty of that Faule than Poe- 
“try. Did not the Orators and Civilians 
“ call che Emperors Sacred Majefy, and Dia 
“ winity? Did they not beftow upon Kings 
** the Ficles of Holy, and Immortal ? Sacre 
“ Majeflas, Divinitas vefira , Divus, Immor- 
“€ eglis. Will any body fay that the King, 
“ who deferves true Encomiums , is igno- 
rant that thofe Words are authorized by 
“ Ufe? Does he think he is more than a 
‘* Man, becaufe a Poet calls him Divine and 
“ Jramortal ? 

“ Tho Lewis XIV. is daily overwhelmed, 
“ if I may fay fo, with a prodigious Num. 
‘* ber of Encomiums, ict plainly appears 
“ from the Efteem he always exprefled for 
“ Boileau , that he ong Ra py thofe that 
“ are grounded upon Truth, fince that ex- 
cellent Poet did fo agreeably refle& upon 
“ thofe Poets, who beftowed upon him in- 
“ fipid and extravagant Praifes :

“ Raileries of Boileau many Vo- 

ets continue to praife the King by depref- 

fing thofe Heroes with whom they com- 
pare him: Which is the higheft pitch 
of Impudence; for, not to fay that 

Truth fuffers by it, what Glory can it be 

to the King to be raifed above a Heathen, 

who is only afted by his Pafhions ¢ Ochers 
fancy theyepraifé him well, by fhooting 
off faryrical Strokes againft the Enemies 
of the State. But the King far 
from relifhing thofe foolifh Praifes, and 
approving thofe infipid Satyrs, has often 
refufed to hear the Encomiums which he 
 deferves, and done Juftice to his Enemies, 
‘ fo far as to caufe thofe Mento be punifh’d, 
who in order to pleafe him, made bold to 

“* blacken them. 

Our Author informs us that he has com. 
pofed a Satyr againft the infipid Flatrerers of 
Lewis XIV. which has been prefented to 
that Prince. That Satyr may be feen in 
this Preface . I fhall only tranfcribe fome 
Lines out of it,

Before I conclude-this Article, ie will 
not be improper to give a general Notion of 
the Second Part of this Book, enticuled, 
The Hiftory of the Life and Odes of Anacreon. 


Il. That Hiftory is an Ingenious FiGion. 
Criton (the Author of this Piece } having 
infinuated, himfelf \into che Priendhaip of 
Anacroom at Athens, followed him to Samos, 
whither he was invited by King Polycrates. 
That Prince received macreon with all ima- 
ginable Civility ; and Criton had a Sharein 
the good Fortune of his Friend, He tells 
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us upon what Occafion #aacreon made his 
Odes ; by which means the Life of thar Po- 
et is interfperfed with his Greek Poems, to 
which the Author has added his Tranflation 
into French Verfe. Criton appears very much 
difpleafed with feveral Perfons of Samos, 
whom he calls “ the Prieft (Sacrificateur) 
“ Rignomare, Litomacros, Fofimonte, Eufrofine, 
“ Daughter of the Grammarian Exfron, and 
“ Wife of Daces, great Confervator ( Con- 
“ ferwateur) of the Royal Library at Semmes”. 
Whenever Anacreon made a new Ode, ic 
was immediately cenfured ( fays Criton ) by 
thofe Learned Pe:fons. Criton never ape 

toves their Criticifms, and makes his Re- 
fikxions upon them with great Freedom, 
Which is the Resfon why the Author noc 
being able to publith this Book at Sames, his 
own Country, was obliged to go to Lacede- 
mon, and to get ir printed there. 

To give a Specimen of the Author's Poe- 
try, I thall fer down his Tranflation of the 
Third Ode , that the Readets may compare 
it with thofe of Madam Dacier, Mr.de Longe- 
pierre, and Mr, de la Foffe,

caufe it afcends along the Thorax, isa 
narrow Conduit which begins at the Re- 
ceptacle of the Chyle, reaches along the

venth or Eighth Vertebra, inclines to the

One muft feek une 
der the Receptacle of the Chyle, near the 
Loins, fome Lymphatick Veflels, and 
make a Hole in the largeft, and put into it 
the End of afmall Tube to blow into that 
Veffel : For then the Air getting in will 
raife a {mall Blifter in the Receptacle , and 
at the fame time {well all the neighbouring 
Parts: That fame Air will get into the 
Left Vins Subclavia, from thence into the 
hollow Vein, and at laft into the Right 
Ventricle of the Heart. The thing will be 
more plain, if fome Milk be let into the 
Veffel inftead of Air; which may be per- 
formed with the Help of a Syringe. Such 
is the Author’s Method to find eafily the 
Du&us Thoracieus , and the Receptacle of the 
Chyle, He gives an Account of fome Ob- 
fervations, which he made when he ufed 
that Method. He tells us, among other 
things, that having open’d the dead Body of 
a Man in March 1711. he found the Duffus 
Thoracicus reaching into the Right Pens Sube 
clavia. Which is a thing fo extraordinary , 
that Diemerbroeck affirms, he never faw it. 
We omit feveral other Obfervations, that 
will be very acceptable to the Curious Ana- 
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PARIS. 


R. de Reaumur has difcovered a new 
Tin@ure of Purple. He read a Dif- 
courfe upon that Subjett in the Firft Affem- 
bly of the Roya! Academy of Sciences held af- 
ter the Wacation. " 

He obferved, that notwithftanding what 
has been written by the Moderns concerning 
the Purple Colour, fo much valued by the 
Ancients, the Nature of the Liquor from 
which it proceeded, is very little known; 
and thatthe Traéts relating to this Subje& , 
are only a Kind of a Commentary upon 
fome Paffages of Ariforle and Pliny. Who- 
ever defigns to make any Difcovery in natu- 
ral Things, ought to confule Nature it felf, 
rather than the Naturalifts. We find feveral 
Particulars concerning the Purple Colour in 
the Two Authors above-mentioned ; but 
they are more proper to raife our Curiofity 
than to fatisfy it. 

Tho’ thofe Authors (faid Mr. de Reaumur) 
have mentioned in feveral places, that Shell- 
fith, which afforded a Liquor for a Purple- 
die; tho’ they treat of their Birth ; tho’ they 
tell us how long they lived, how they were 
got, how that precious Liquor was taken 
trom them, and prepared ; yet the Tin@ure 
of Purple, known to the Ancients, was 
reckon'd among loft Secrets. Hence it is, 
that the Obtervations of a late Engiifh Wri- 
ter upon the Purple-die, arifing from a Shell- 
fifh very common upon the Coafts of Ene 
land, appeared anewthing. That Shell-fi 
is only one of thofe Kinds included under 
the Word Buccinum by the Ancients, becaufe 
the Figure of thefe Shells is fomewhar like 
that of a Hunter's Horn. Pliny ( Lib. VIL. 
Cap 36 ) mentioas Two Sorts of Shell-fith, 
that afford. a Purple-die. The Firft aie all 
the féveral Kinds of {mall Buccinum’s ; and 
the Second, the Shell-fith call’d Purpura, as 
well as the Colour it affords, 

Mr. de Reaumar obferved, that the latter 
Sort is not to be found upon our Sliores ; 
but they frequently afford a fmall Kind of 
Buctimum , the largeft whereof are about 
Twelve or Thirteen.Lines long , and about 
Seven or Eight in Diameter, in the thickeft 
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Part of them. Thofe Shells are winded in 
a Spiral manner, like thofe of our Garden- 
Snails, but fomewhat more ftretched out. 
As I was confidering the Shell-fith of that 
Kind upon the Shore, faid Mr. de Reaumur, 
I found a new Tinfture of Purple, which I 
was not looking for. I obferved, that the 
Buccinum’s were generally gathered together 
about fome Stones, or under fome Sandy 
Arches formed by the Sea; and chat they 
lay there in fuch plentiful Numbers, that 
one might take up Handfulls of them 5 
whereas they were difperfed up and down 
every where elfe. I obferved at the fame 
time, that thofe Stones, or that Sand, were 
full of {mall Grains, of a Figure fomewhat 
like that of an Elliptick Spheroid. Thofe 
Grains were above Three LinesJong, and. 
above one Line broad. They feem’d to 
contain aWhite Liquor inclining to Yellow; 


-a Colour not much. unlike that of the Li- 


que taken from the Buccinum’s for a Purple- 
ie. This Refemblance, and the Manner 
how the Buccinum’s were always gathered 
together about thofe {mall Grains, made me 
think that the fame Grains might perhaps 
afford a Purple-die, like that which is taken, 
from that Shell-fih, I refolved to take a 
narrower View of thofe Grains ; and I pere- 
ceived that fome of them Iook’d Reddifhh. Ih 
immediately took fome from thofe Stones, 
to which they ftuck very faft; and having 
{queezed their Juice upon my Ruffles, I faw 
no othér Colour but fomething Yellowith , 
which I could hardly diftinguith in fome 
Places. Some other Obje&s made me for- 
get what I had been doing. But cafting my 
tyes accidentally upon my Ruflles, half a 
Quarter of an Hour after, I was very agree- 
ably furprifed to fee a. fine Purple Colour in 
thofe Places, on which the Grains had been 
fqgueezed. Icould hardly believe the Truth. 
of fuch a quick Alteration; and. therefose 
I cook up again fome of thofe Grains , but 
more carefully than I had done at firft ; for 
I chofe thofe that appeared co me Whiceft, . 
or rather not fo Yellow as others. I fguee- 
zed them again upon my Ruffles, in feveral’ 
Places; and I faw. no. manner of Colour 
that came near Red. But looking upon my. 
Rufiles about Three or. Four Minutes, _ 
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ceived they had all of afudden a Purple Co- 
lour, as fine as the fic. Which was fuffici- 
ent to convince me, that thofe Grains af- 
forded a Purple Colour, as beautiful as that 
of the Buccinum's. 

In the next place, Mr. de Reaumur men- 
tioned feveral Experiments, which he made 
in order to know whether that Liquor would 
laft as long as that of the Buccinum’s. He 
Obferved, that a Cloth dipp’d into the Li- 
quor of thofe Grains , does not receive a 
Purple Colour tillic be expofed to the open 
Air; that notwithftanding al! his Experi- 
ments to know the Nature of thofe Grains, 
he could not difcover it ; and that the Li- 

uor of thofe Grains might be drawn a 
Thotfind times more conveniently than 
that of the Buccinwm’s by the Ancients. He 
faid many Curious Things upon this Head ; 
.and then he added, that the Benefit arifing 
from thofe Eggs would very much exceed 
thac, which che Ancients reaped from the 
Buccinum’s, becaufe thofe Eggs are infinitely 
more plentiful chan that Shell-fith. Laftly, 
he objerved that rhe Colour of that Liquor 
appears very fine upon J.innen; and that 
painted Callico being now very much in 
vogue, one might ufe that Liquor with very 
good Succefs to print all Sorts of Figures 
upon Cloth, That Liquor, ( faid he,) and 
alfo chat of the Buécinum’s, would be the 
more proper for fuch a Ufe,, becaufe it does 
not reach. beyond the place on which ic is 
laid ; and therefore the Figures would never 
be confounded,
